Bulbar la usually called the "W ash­ 
ington of Lattn-Amerlea,"

certain that he modeled his life after 
that of 
the great 
liberator of 
the 
North, whole example he followed In 
fighting for the liberties of the South 
American people. 
Bolivar was but a young boy when 
he witnessed tho scenes of the French 
revolution. 
Later he paused through 
the United Staten in 1809 and had an 
opportunity of observing for the first 
time the working of free institutions, 
anti upon his return to Venezuela he 
identified himself with the cause of 
independence which had been given 
life by the success of the American 
colonists 
and 
the 
French 
revolu* 
t ion iii s. 
A few months before the movement 
led bv Hidalgo began in Mexico, the 
Venezuelans began a revolt In <'ara­ 
ru a. and Bolivar was given a colonel a 
commission. 
His first command was 
defeated, aud like many others he 
took refuge 
in the Dutch 
island of 
curacao, but soon afterward he re­ 
turned to the scene of war and the 
conflict raged with varying success 
until the final campaign in which the 
Spaniards were 
driven 
from Vene­ 
zuela and the independence of the 
country was proclaimed. 
Bolivar's true greatness was never 
better demonstrated 
than 
when be 
resigned the presidency at tin; height 
of his carte r to refute tin* imputation 
of ambition which had been cast upon 
him, aud decided to return to private 
life. 
But at the appeal of his people, 
us well as his chief followers, he re­ 
sumed the functions cf the presidency 
and continued 
lo serve 
the people 
whom be had freed from a foreign 
yoke, until 
his 
death, which 
took 
place when he was hut 47 years of 
age. 
Had the people of South America 
continued to support the sort of men 
whom Bolivar 
gathered

Simon Bolivar was not a revolu­ 
tionist because he had suffered from 
the Spanish rule. 
He was of pure 
Spanish blood, he was of the wealthy, 
aristocratic 
class,

stood well with the ruling powers. 
But he felt fur tim 
d o w n t r o d d e n 
people of his country, indeed, for a1! 
the countries suffering from the op-1 
presBlon of foreign rule, and he glad 
ly risked bis life, ids property and all

bring "him. 
merely to make his people indepen­ 
dent. 
His real reward came many years 
after his death, but we are convinced 
that he did not work tor reward, nor 
tor the plaudits of

unthinking.

and he remained in rhe presidensy 
when attacked by his opponents, not, 
merely for the honor and the glory of 
the title, but because he was con-;
